First round in a tussel between 
students and the administration

Student protest petitions with 
451 signatures were presented 
Tuesday morning at the office of 
Lt. Governor Glenn M. Anderson 
and as a result, opening of the 
bids for the paint job were sup- 
posediy delayed until further 
Study of the situation was made. 

Contract Not Awarded 

However, late yesterday Dean 
John Cox, executive dean of the 
coliege, announced the bids had 


been opened on schedule but that | 


the contract had not been award- 
ed. 

Tt all started Monday evening 
when Cox and Donald W. Bailey, 
dean of students, made an ap- 
pearance at Draper Hall to ex- 
plain reasons behind the college 
decision to paint the dorms grey. 

Both Bailey and Cox explained 
that the exterior paintings was

Resons for Painting 


They also gave three main rea- | 


sons why the paint was prefer- 
able to the clear waterproffing 
which would let the coler of the 
red bricks show through. 

The first reason stated was that 
the paint would be superior in 


sealing the cracks and keeping | 
the water amd dampness out. | 


Second, it woukd cost less to 
‘maintain the paint than the oth- 


er finish which, according to the | 


experts, has a short life expect- 
ancy. It also would need to be 


redone at shorter time intervals. | 


Third, it was the opinion of the 
*ampus architects that the paint- 
ing would approve the appear- 
ance of the buildings and would 


compliment the rest of the cam- | 


pus buildings.
